Lunch Cost at 
High School 
Raised 5c 


After reviewing a financial re­ 
port on high school cafeteria 
operations for the school year 
1946-47, the Board of Trustees, at 
its regular September meeting, 
held Tuesday evening, voted to 
increase the cost of basic lunches 
for high school students from 20c 
to 25c for the coming school year. 
This action was prompted by 
a disclosure that the cafeteria 
operated at a deficit last year and 
by the fact that reports from the 
California State Department of 
Education announces a reduction 
in a federal subsidy for individ­ 
ual basic lunches of 4c; whereas, 
the high school district collected 
a federal subsidy of 9c on each 
lunch served last year, it will col­ 
lect a subsidy of only 5c this 
year. If the trustees did not in­ 
crease the cost of the lunch to 
students by 5c this year the de­ 
ficit for the school year 1947-48 
would, it is believed, exceed what 
is considered to be a reasonable 
allowance of district funds for the 
support of a school cafeteria. 


THE BOARD also authorized 
the cafeteria management to in­ 
crease the price of bulk ice cream 
from 5c a large scoop to 10c a 
large scoop or two scoops for 
15c. Packaged ice cream will be 
sold at the same rates as before.

the funds. 
Co-chairmen of the fund appeal 
were Elmo Purnell and Florian 
Bo^d, the latter has just been 
nominated for president of the 
Chamber to succeed Jimmy Shea. 


RESUMPTION of the campaign 
for the vital promotion funds will 
be marked this week by the mail­ 
ing of letters by the Chamber of 
Commerce to all business holders 
of Palm Springs who have not 
yet contributed to the fund. 
Contributions to the fund are 
requested on a sliding scale based 
on the gross business income. 
This schedule follows: under $10,­ 
000, $25 minimum; between $10,­ 
000 and $50,000, $50 minimum; 
between 
$50,000 
and 
$100,000, 
$100 minimum, and over $100,­ 
000, unlimited. 


NOT ONLY has advertising in 
nationally-known magazines been 
discussed as a part of the com­ 
munity promotion plans, but the

Persons with long criminal records are going to have hard 
sledding in Palm Springs from now on. according to Chief ol 
Police August Kettmann. 
. 
Yesterday the Chief announced that the Palm Springs Em­ 
ployment Agency, owned and operated by Mrs. Jane; Brown, has 
agreed to send all applicants for positions in the Village to the 
police department for fingerprinting^ 


IT WAS LEARNED that City 
Attorney Roy Colegate is now in 
the process of drafting a city ord­ 
inance that would require per­ 
sons convicted of certain criminal 
acts to report their presence to 
the Police Department within 24 
hours. 
. 
The agreement with the pri­ 
vate employment agency followed 
similiar agreements with the em­ 
ployment department of the Palm 
Springs Employers’ Association, 
and acquiescence on the part of 
ninty per cent of the tavern and 
restaurant operators in the city, 
to send their help to the Police 
Department for fingerprinting. 


THE ACTION of the Tavern 
keepers, restaurant operators and 
employment agencies will make 
it possible to raise the moral level 
of employes in the city,” said 
Chief Kettmann. 
The police head said that if 
fingerprinting had been in effect 


in the city last year, several cases 
in which merchants were mulcted 
of large sums of money would 
not have occurred. 


"IN THOSE CASES," contin­ 
ued Chief Kettmann, “these em­ 
ployes worked their way into a 
position of trust and then either 
absconded with large sums of 
money, 
passed 
numerous 
bad 
checks or cash books under the 
control of such persons, showed 
defalcations of large sums.” 
The agreement w ith the tavern 
keepers took place at a meeting 
held with the Chief of Police 
last Saturday. 


CHECKING FURTHER, K ett­ 
m ann learned from the Riverside 
County District Attorney’s office 
that employment agencies may, 
if it is desired, require that per­ 
sons sent out on jobs be finger­ 
printed.

Official transfer of the Palm 
Springs Airport, comprising 740 
acres and many former army 
buildings, to the city of Palm 
Springs will take place Septem­ 
ber 15, City Manager William Al­ 
worth announced yesterday. 
In approximately four months 
after the city assumes full re­ 
sponsibility for the operation of 
the airport and maintainence of 
buildings and land, War Assets 
is expected to give the city legal 
title to the properties. 


ACREAGE CONSISTS of 640 
acres in Section 18 and 100 acres 
in Section 13. Among the build­ 
ings situated in Section 13, are 
the machine shop, nosc-hangar, 
warehouses and numerous other 
buildings which will be converted 
to airport use. 
In addition to the buildings 
now in use by Mrs. Mary Nelson 
in the operation of the airport, 
the city wil get many other build­ 
ings that will be used as they are 
needed 
for 
airport 
purposes. 
They, however, under the terms 
of the government transfer can­ 
not be used for either manufac­ 
turing or industrial purposes. 


FIVE of the buildings in Sec­ 
tion 18 will be converted by 
Mary Nelson for the operation of 
a flight school in the near future. 
Two buildings will be used as 
housing accommodations for avia­ 
tors forced to remain in the Vil­ 
lage overnight because of me­ 
chanical trouble or bad weather. 
One of the warehouses located 
at the field will be used by the 
city as a city managed machine 
shop.

w as considerable excitem ent in 
this little city of 9000 during our 
w eekend trip to Nome and K otze­ 
bue. 
Two m arried men shot out their 
dispute 
over 
a 
girl, 
in 
the 
Nordalc, the biggest hotel in town. 
One was killed, the other w ound­ 
ed. During th e sam e period there 
w ere two m urders in Anchorage. 
Som e one in our group rem arked 
th at Los Angeles isn't so bad af- 
' te r all. 
I learned som ething interesting 
about the pilot of our plane on 
the Nomc-Kotzebue 
trip. 
He is 
W illiam Lavery, a 
young 
F a ir­ 
banks man, who w as aw arded a 
Russian medal by Stalin for res­ 
cue of cargo and m en from a dis­ 
abled Russian freighter which ran 
into an iceberg on the north coast 
of East Cape in 1940. The R us­ 
sians purchased A m erican planes; 
Mr. Lavery, 
then a very young 
m an, coached the Russian crews 
in operating the planes and then 
directed rescue and salvage op ­ 
erations. He was invited to Mos­ 
cow where 
Stalin 
pinned 
the 
decoration on him. The story was 
told to me by Chuck West, ow n­ 
er of the A rctic-A laska T ravel 
Service, 
w hich 
arranged 
the 
Nomc-Kotzebue trip. 


REINDEER DINNER 


I forgot to m ention th at at Kot- 
¡ zebue we w ere served a reindeer 
| dinner. I couldn't fa t my m eat, 
so fed it to a poor half-starved 
I H usky pup 
th at 
w as 
hanging 
around for a hand-out. I had read 
som ewhere th a t the Indians and 
Eskimos are 
not very kind to 
th eir dogs and, I can believe it, 
for I have never seen one pet 
a dog or speak affectionately to 
one as we do to our pootches. I 
saw two Eskimos kick a poor dog 
th a t was w alking along the beach 
j and not bothering anyone. W hen 
the 
dog 
slinked 
aw ay, 
both 
laughed heartily. L ater I saw a 
boy, about nine, am using him self 
by twisting a young H usky’s cars 
w hile the dog w hined from pain, 
but made no attem pt to bite the 
child. 
I also forgot to m ention in the 
description of K otzebue about the 
lines of fish drying in the sun. 
E very Indian and Eskim o hut all 
over Alaska has these lines w ith 
fish for their dogs. The fish are 
halved and the bones rem oved. I 
w as told each of the dogs is fed 
one fish a day. 


DELAYED BY RAIN 


August 19—Rain started falling 
again last night and it is still 
storm ing this m orning. We kept 
the radio on for the 9:30 a. m. 
w eather and airplane departure 
news. Not so good. B ut when we 
m et Mr. W allace at 
breakfast 
about 11 he said the plane was 
still planning to leave at 1 p. m. 
A bout noon, he cam e out to the 
house, where all th e ladies are 
staying, w ith the disappointing 
new s that our plane cannot land 
at Juneau so now w e are delayed 
u ntil 1:15 a. m. tom orrow. He 
invited us out to dinner at the 
Log Cabin, a nice place near F a ir­ 
banks. 
The tem perature fell to 28 de­ 
grees Sunday night and the m axi­ 
m um is running around 65 so w e 
S outhern Californians are going 
to notice the heat w hen we get 
back. 


A ugust 20—A t 1 a. m. our alarm 
clock sounded an insistent order 
th at we get out of bed and p re­ 
pare for our next step back to 
the states and our various homes. 
We sneaked around like ghosts 
so as not to aw aken th e Fairbanks 
lady who had opened h er home to 
five ladies of our party. At tw o 
the cab called for us. It was 
still cloudy bu t not raining. A t 
the airport w e boarded a big 
Pan-A m erican airship which had 
carried construction w orkers to 
A laska. The 10 of us and two ad ­ 
ditional passengers had plenty of 
room to move about in a plane 
w hich seats 54. 


SU N R ISE A BO V E CLO U D S 


We flew up and up until w e 
looked down on a sea of clouds 
w ithout an opening anyw here. 
, The takeoff w as at 3:20 and a l­ 
ready the northern and eastern 
skies were aglow w ith the light 


from 
the sun which appeared 
above the clouds at 3:45. Shortly 
afterw ard, the two little stew ard­ 
esses 
brought us 
breakfast of 
fruit juice, 
fried ham , French 
toast, jam and milk or coffee. 
The plane was flying high, I 
knew, but I did not know it was 
too high for me, for any length of 
time, until I began to feel as if 
I w ere going to faint. Mrs. Boren 
from Long Beach, who was sit­ 
ting next to m e, noticed I was ill, 
sumrrvmed one of the stew ard­ 
esses, and from that tim e on for 
' much of the 800-mile trip I was 
under an oxygen mask. We were 
traveling at 12,000 feet, I learned 
from the stewardess, who came 
to rem ove the mask as w e came 
down out of 
the 
clouds 
over 
Skagw ay, w hich we had visited 
on the journey north. 
W hat a view we had from there 
on as we flew along tow ard J u ­ 
neau, capital of the territory! On 
both sides, as far as w e could 
see, 
were 
lofty 
snow-capped 
m ountains peaks, slate color near 
us, changing to blue in the dis­ 
tance—sharp peaks, scraped by 
glaciers, until they have the ap­ 
pearance of having been sliced 
off by a knife. Down th eir steep 
sides, and in the valleys between 
peaks, slowly move im m ense glac­ 
iers from w hich m ilky stream s 
tum ble in th eir rush to the sea.

High School Bus 


Schedule For 
Season Announced 


Due to the fact that the local 
high school district has not been 
able to get delivery on a sixty- 
six passenger transicoach ordered 
last February until October 7, the 
high school district is forced to 
follow the same bus runs at the 
beginning of the coming school 
year that were followed last year. 
The high school trustees have 
been promised the new transi­ 
coach will be available for de­ 
livery in Richmond, Indiana, in 
October and that it will be avail­ 
able for use in Palm Springs on 
or before November 15. At the 
time the bus was ordered deliv­ 
ery was promised in six months. 


THERE WILL BE an extension 
of one of the runs of the high 
school bus to Thousand Palms. 
The high school bus driven by 
Mr. Weeks last year will make 
the 
Rancho 
Mirage, Cathedral 
City run as before, but with a 
slightly changed timetable. 
Be­ 
fore this bus is taken to Rancho 
Mirage it will make a trip to 
Thousand Palms. It will leave 
the Bell properties at 7:00 a.m. 
It will stop at Edom, and at Thou­ 
sand Palms en route to the high 
school, arriving there at 7:20. It 
will leave Rancho Mirage at 7:40, 
arrive at Cathedral City at 7:50 
and return to the high school 
by 8:07. It will make a second 
loop trip to Black Tent, leaving 
there at 8:15 and returning to the 
high school by 8:25. 
This bus 
will not make a third trip to 
town. 


THE BUS driven by Mr. George 
Bell will make its first round 
about 10 minutes earlier than last 
year. It will leave Paseo de Anza 
and Tamarisk at 7:45, and the 
Desert Retreat at 7:50, arriving 
at the school after its first trip 
at 8:10. It will make the second 
town trip, picking up students at 
the Plaza at 8:10 and returning to 
the high school before 8:30. 
These time schedules are an­ 
nounced as tentative schedules 
that will be followed the first 
day of school but may be changed 
any day thereafter by announce­ 
ments to students made by the 
bus drivers.

Senator Homer Ferguson, in a 
recent speech before the Eco­ 
nomic Club of Detroit, made the 
following statement which def­ 
initely describes America’s ap­ 
proach to peace in the world for 
all mankind: “We fought the war 
to stop the march of dictatorial 
government toward world domi­ 
nation. . . . We fought to pre­ 
serve liberty and freedom. . . . We 
determined that the practices of 
aggression must henceforth cease 
and that nations are to be politic­ 
ally free. . . . We made great 
sacrifices in war, and we have 
contributed liberally to alleviate 
the 
suffering 
and 
devastation 
caused by war. . . . We asked 
nothing in loot or territory for 
ourselves. 


"DURING THE 
WAR" 
con­ 
tinued Senator Ferguson,” and so 
long as each was threatened, our 
allies led us to believe their war 
aims were the same as ours. They 
joined with us in our hopes for 
future peace, security, and a free 
world, and accepted our military 
and economic aid"without ques­ 
tioning our expressed assumption 
that tney were as one with us in 
desiring a better world. While we 
strive valiantly to feed the starv­ 
ing, heal the sick, and restore the 
enterprise 
of 
war-torn 
people 
everywhere, 
we 
find 
Russia 
draining their substance, drafting 
their manpower, quartering her 
armies on their land, removing 
plants, machinery and raw ma­ 
terials, 
and 
generating 
chaos 
wherever she cannot otherwise 
command and control. Just treat­ 
ies cannot be written, and restor­ 
ation cannot proceed because it 
seems that chaos best meets the 
aims of our former ally.” 
Every American knows that 
the situation, described by Sena­ 
tor Ferguson, is exactly as he 
says. 
Russia’s NO! NO! NO!— 
eighteen tim es in a row—to every 
constructive plan that has been 
offered for permanent peace, has 
cut 
so 
deeply 
into 
human 
patience and endurance that only 
a determined stand on the part 
of UN to either change the use of 
the veto, or throw it out alto­ 
gether, 
will 
correct 
a 
very 
dangerous situation. 


WE AMERICANS did not rise 
in our might to crush one des­ 
potism only to make it easy for 
another despotism to shackle the 
people of the world. 
When Hitler and his hordes 
marched into other nations with 
the avowed purpose of enslaving 
them, America marched to de­ 
stroy that purpose. 
Yet, today, 
only two years after the war 
ended, Russia has swallowed up 
more countries than were on Hit­ 
ler’s agenda. 
Hitler’s ideologies 
didn't prevent us from marching, 
and if called on to do so, we can 
march again. But another war is 
unthinkable. How to prevent it 
is the prevailing question which 
seems to evade an answer. But 
we may have that answer when 
the General 
Assembly of the 
United 
Nations 
meets 
again. 
Either Russia is bluffing or she is 
deadly serious. What the Ameri­ 
can people w ant to see is a strong 
leadership in our State Depart­ 
ment—a leadership to commemo­ 
rate Teddy Roosevelt who spoke 
softly as he waved the big stick. 
Do we have that leadership? It 
won’t be long now until we shall 
see.

on to M ilwaukee will n o t be near 
as much th e thrill as th e ride 
with her grandson. 
About potatoes, Mrs. Nordberg 
said, they have not been known 
in D enm ark since the govern­ 
m ent established 
price ceilings 
on them some tim e ago. She add­ 
ed that the problem of obtaining 
food, clothing and fuel in her n a­ 
tive land today is worse than it 
was during the w ar years. 
Stam ps and coupons are need­ 
ed for all comm odities, and such 
items as shoes and fuel are al­ 
most impossible to obtain. 


WE CAN'T ALLOW an electric 
lamp burning for a second after 
leaving a room with my m other 
around,” declared Mrs. Steffan- 
sen. 
“She follows right behind 
us and turns it off.” 
Mrs. Nordberg has ingrained 
reasons for this frugality in the 
use of electricity. L ast w inter she 
and two elder lady neighbors did 
their knitting together to con­ 
serve light and fuel, she said. 
They all sat close together under 
one light bulb, rath er than w ork 
alone in three separate a p a rt­ 
m ents where heat and light would 
be required for each, Mrs. N ord­ 
berg explained. 


DENMARK REFUSED aid in 
food stuffs and clothing from this 
country because her countrym en 
felt that other European nations 
w ere in greater need. The D an­ 
ish people, Mrs. N ordberg said, 
are still saddled w ith supporting 
thousands of G erm an refugees, 
who refuse to return to their 
homeland. 
"We have provided schools for 
the German children,” Mrs. N ord­ 
berg said, “bu t we do not teach 
them the Danish language, only 
G erm an and English. We do not 
want them to become natives in 
our land.” 


DENMARK, 
Mrs. 
N ordberg 
said, is much concerned with the 
problem of com m unism and the 
fear of Russia. 
She added that 
there were already a few known 
com m unists in governm ent 
of­ 
fices in D enm ark and other Reds 
are constantly m aking speeches 
and carrying on dem onstrations 
in her country. 
This is the first reunion w ith 
her children in m ore than 17 
years. A fter her arrival by air 
in Denmark, she boarded another 
plane and flew for her first visit 
w ith her son, H enry C. Nordberg, 
47, in M ilwaukee. From that city 
she boarded another airliner and 
flew for her second visit with two 
sons in Los Angeles, Paul, 45, 
and Erik, 33, the baby of the 
family.
